With  this  volume,  two  of  our  contributing  editors  end  long  associa¬ 
tions  with  the  Annual  Bibliography.  Professor  Heinrich  Straumann  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  Swiss  contribution  since  1940,  and  has  not 
failed  in  patience  and  punctuality.  Professor  Torsten  Dahl  was  first 
mentioned  as  Danish  contributor  in  the  preface  to  the  volume  for 
1925,  and  gives  up  his  work  with  us  only  on  his  retirement.  We  wish 
him  long  health  and  happiness.  The  editors  are  grateful  to  them 
both  for  so  much  faithful  labour.  With  characteristic  sympathy, 
both  have  lessened  the  anxieties  of  the  general  editor  by  finding 
their  own  successors. 

The  length  of  the  Bibliography  increases  inexorably  and  frighten¬ 
ingly.  Its  punctual  appearance  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the 
resource  and  dauntless  enthusiasm  of  our  printers.
